On this clear background 
you have Luther portrayed with his ideas, battling for 
peace with God himself in deep inner conflict, and then 
‘the courageous man fighting for the Gospel, the Word 
of God, every inch of the way. We certainly think every 
pastor and every thinking layman will want this book. 
They cannot get along without it. 


One fine point about this book is the fact that when 
Thiel wants to make a point or explain a situation he 
does it by quoting Luther himself or his friends and 
enemies. Later we shall give you a taste of this. 


Rudolf Thiel’s book stirs your very soul. We believe 
that the reason for the success of the Reformation was 
the fact that the Reformers called a spade a spade. Let 
us admit that the language and manners of the time 
were more rough than now, yet we believe that we in 
our time suffer because we are so “modest.” We mean 
that we are very modest in our claims as to the gospel. 
We aim to please and not hurt the feelings of any one. 
If Luther had followed that principle, he would no 
doubt have been burned at the stake. But he came out 
very courageously. He attacked again and again. 


Here is a proof of Luther’s courage as Thiel sees it: 


“Nor was Luther bothered by scruples about that 
which people found so lacking in him—Christian mod- 
esty” Then Thiel quotes Luther: “I have never sought 
to make anyone regard me as modest or saintly. To be 
sure, I have somewhat violently attacked the doctrines 
and scholars which are against God and revile him, 
hence I ask to be excused since I do not act thus without 
a model. Christ called the Pharisees a generation of 
vipers, blind, liars, children of the devil . . . Evangeli- 
cal modesty, as interpreted today, is bowing the knee 
to the papists and sophists, and saying, ‘Most gracious 
Lord, your grace does well, most excellent masters, your 
excellency is right.’ I would rather be open and not de- 
ceive anyone with flattery. My shell may be a bit hard, 
but inside I am soft and sweet. For I wish no one evil, 
but would counsel everyone around me for the best.” 


Only a man who is sure of the truth can speak that 
way. It was the Word of God that gave him courage. 
And he spoke to his friends as well as his enemies in 
the same manner. 


We must know the truth in order to be made free. 
As you read quotation after quotation of Luther applied 
to the different situations, you find him so wonderfully 
free of the moralizing tendency in our day. He does 
not care for himself and his own person. It does not 
matter what people say about Luther and what they 
may do to him. All that matters is the Gospel. 


We believe it would be good for all officials of the 
church and all pastors to read Thiel’s book once a year. 
Especially would we recommend the book to ll piet- 
ists, all religious educators, all those trying to write 
books and appeals on stewardship. 


In the religious interest so alive today we must have 
a living and virile message, or people will tire of our 
religion. They may be linked to the church, because 
they believe that it is there they will get their souls 
satisfied, but they will not get their souls fed so that 
they can truly grow in grace. 


What can we do with a passage like this today: Bless- 
ed are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, 
and say all manner of evil against you falsely for my 
sake, Matth. 5;11. 


Do we not have too much modesty of the wrong type, 
when it comes to our faith? Think about it! 
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THANKS BE TO GOD!

“It is a good thing to give thanks to the Lord.” 


The days are with us again when, at the gathering 
of the harvest, we shall be called on to remember our 
dependence upon God. It should not require a presiden- 
tial proclamation to invite the American people to an 
annual day of thanksgiving. Whatever some of the dif- 
ficulties some of us face, the fact remains that we 
have infinitely much for which to thank God. Of all 
the nations on the face of the earth, ours has suffered 
the least in this generation of global wars. While mil- 
lions in Europe and Asia have died of hunger and at- 
tendant diseases, God has blessed us with super-abund- 
ance—food, clothing, shelter—material necessities enough 
and to spare. 


When Luther in his inspired explanation of the First 
Article of the Apostles’ Creed speaks of the manifold 
gifts of God, his heart overflows with gratitude. “I be- 
lieve,” he says, “God has created me and all that ex- 
ists.” Then he enumerates all the things that made him 
a millionaire: “God has given and still preserves to me 
my body and soul, my eyes and ears, and all my mem- 
bers, my reason and all the powers of my soul, together 
with food and raiment, home and family, and all my 
property.” Nor does he forget the Lord’s abundant pro- 
vision for all his other needs and His provident care 
for body and soul. 


Rich Beyond Counting 


Although, like Luther, we are all rich beyond count- 
ing, many of us live like paupers. Who would exchange 
the ability to see for a million dollars? Who would bar- 
ter his sense of hearing for any weight of gold? So 
great is our fortune that thousands bereft of one of these 
senses have found themselves still rich. How many and 
how varied are the priceless gifts of God as he spreads 
them before our eyes. As we count .. . life, health, 
loved ones, friends, our beloved country, the freedoms 
that are ours dearly bought and dearly preserved, work, 
the opportunities for learning, and others beyond count- 
ing... must we not say with the Psalmist, “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits”? 


But greater than all these is the mightiest of bless- 
ings, the gift of God’s grace and mercy. Despite our un- 
worthiness as lost sinners, so overwhelming is God’s 
love for us that in Christ He shrank not from the su- 
preme suffering of death. The Cross is the assurance of 
the unfaltering love of God who in His Son, our Sav- 
ior, endured every pain, every horror, every tragedy, 
every sin. Undeserving as we are, God comes to us 
with His grace, His great giving and forgiving love.

“Through social action,’ he declared, 
“the church would seek the basic 
truths of religious behavior in the mod- 
ern community. It would resist the 
blandishments of cheap Méessiahs 
preaching an easy achievement of the 
Kingdom of earth overnight, and work 
for bold experiments in social living. 

“Vieanwhile, it would search for 
fresh, integrating principles through 


which all forms of human exploita- 
tion will be made commonplace, vul- 
gar, undemocratic and uninteresting.” 

A commission report similarly urged 
that social welfare services operated 
by the churches should not attempt to 
take over all the functions of public 
agencies. 


The report cited unemployment as- 
sistance and relief as examples of wel- 
fare services “completely beyond the 
range of ability or capacity of sectari- 
an endeavor.” 


Care of the aged has also outgrown 
church efforts, the report added. 

Continued assumption of welfare re- 
sponsibility ‘by non-church institu- 
tions should be encouraged, the report 
declared. This has been the traditional 
strategy of Protestantism, it said, in ad- 
dition to Protestant imsistence upon 
“clear demarcation between Church 
and State in its operation.” 
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Charges 20 Protestants 
Killed in Colombia 


Washington, D.C. (RNS)—Twenty 
Protestants have been murdered in 
Colombia in a new outbreak of religi- 
ous persecution there, the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals charged here. 


The NAE gave details of the alleged 
attacks in a letter to Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 


The Rev. H. Gill, acting Washington 
secretary of the NAE, told Mr. Dulles 
the churches represented by his organ- 
ization hope the State Department 
“will do everything in its power to 
bring to a speedy end the vicious anti- 
Protestant sentiment which gives rise 
to such incidents.” 


Mr. Gill said that among those mur- 
dered were ‘at least eleven” members 
of a Protestant congregation in El] Meta, 
Southern Colombia. 


He said the massacre had been dis- 
covered early in October by the Rev. 
Julius Allan de Gruyeter of Charles- 
town, W. Va., a missionary for the 
World-Wide Evangelization Crusade. 


Earlier, the NAE had protested to 
the State Department against a beating 
which it said had (been administered to 
Mr. de Gruyeter on Oct. 17 by two Co- 
lombian policemen. It said the mission- 
ary is now in a Bogota hospital suffer- 
ing from a double fracture of the skull 
as a result of the assault. 


The NAE official said Mr. de Gruye- 
ter found that the bodies of the eleven 
Protestants “had been mutilated and 
left on public display as a warning to 
the community.” 


Mr. Gill also told Mr. Dulles: 


“On Oct. 2, 1955, a young man was 
murdered while returning home from a 
Protestant meeting near Sevilla in the 
province of Ville. His throat was cut 
by criminals who mistook him for the 
local Evangelical pastor. 


“On Oct. 4, seven Protestant evan- 
gelicals were killed near the town of 
Sevilla in an attack by 18 armed men. 


“In La Moreno, about 150 Protestant 
men, women and children have been 
driven from their homes and farms, 
and one young man was killed.” 


Mr. Gill said his organization had 
reports from Bolivia and Ecuador in- 
dicating that “a new wave of violence” 
against Protestants has begun in those 
areas, with many meetings disrupted 
and believers threatened.

Helsinki, Finland—Press and Public 
in Lutheran Finland were stirred by 
the unsuccessful attempt of a woman 
teacher to force her application for 
ordination to the ministry of the 
Church of Finland. 

According to “Kirkon Tiedoituspa- 
lvelu,” the Church’s news bulletin, 
the daily newspapers of Finland gave 
“sensational attention” to the request 
for ordination by Miss Liisa Paivik- 
ki Riippa, a theological graduate of the 
University of Helsinki, who teaches 
gymnastics and art as well as religion 
at Paltamo High School in Eastern 
Finland. 

Miss Riippa asked the Church’s 
Chapter of Kuopio to be ordained in- 
to the ministry, but was told that 
“there is no ministry by women in the 
Church of Finland.” 

Miss Riippa displayed 
what “Kirkon Tiedoituspalvelu” term- 
ed “an odd behavior” in that she tried

TWO SLIPS OF PAPER

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were off, half wondering if we 
would meet with others of our faith 
along the mountain paths. To be 
sure the group was not large that 
morning, but in view of the threats 
and the fact that our meeting had 
to be held out of doors it seemed 
miraculous that there were any 
brave enough to come. That brings 
me to the two slips of paper—one 
tacked on the wall of the building 


where one of our schools had been 
conducted, the other sealing the 
door to the room that had served 
as classroom and chapel. The first 
quoted the Constitution and various 
presidential decrees guaranteeing 
religious liberty in Colombia. The 
second stated that the door was 
sealed by the order of the mayor, 
whose seal and signature it bore, for 
reasons involving good order in 
the community and that anyone 
who presumed to break the seal 
would be subject to a fine of fifty 
to two hundred pesos.

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The Christian Religion Has a Song 


The Hymn And Musical Art 


By Justa Lee Allen 


The Christian religion has a song! It is a song of 
faith; it is a song of praise; of prayer, and of worship. 
But the question has been asked: “Strictly speaking, 
are hymns rightly classified as music?” 

For all practical purposes, there is a way to meas- 
ure music: It must have an origin; it must measure up 
to the meaning, or definition, of the term music; it ex- 
presses emotional feelings, experiences or convictions; it 
has the power to influence the feelings and thoughts 
of others. 

The origin of the term music comes from the Greek 
Muse, the name of the fabled goddess who was sup- 
posed to preside over, or rule, the higher workings of 
the mind and imagination—especially of poets and mu- 
sicians. The word in our language which corresponds 
to it is inspiration. For the Christian poet or musician, 
the source of inspiration is not the Greek Muse, but God. 
Such inspiration makes it possible for the musician to 
express and transfer his emotions to others through his 
own compositions, or through his interpretation of other 
compositions. 

A scientific definition of music is: “A pleasing and reg- 
ularly recurring number of vibrations received by the 
ear.” The opposite to that is noise. A simpler definition 
of music is: “A pleasing succession or combination of 
sounds.” 

There are two kinds of music: the music of Nature, 
and the music of Art. The music of Nature is that which 
the poets speak about: sounds of the forest; the brook; 
the wind; songs of birds. Music of Art is the kind that 
people make—the kind that expresses, and incites, hu- 
man emotions. People have nothing to do with the music 
of Nature; they have everything to do with the music 
of Art. The music of Nature just is. It never changes. 


The sounds of Nature today, while pleasing to the 
are exactly as they were from the beginning of tin 
The music of Art does change and develop as the 
and imagination of man develop. 

Since hymns are born of divine inspiration, and sin 
they are pleasing to the ear; since they do express h 
man feelings and sentiments, and since they do tou 
human hearts and influence lives, they are real mus 
the music of Art—the kind of music that people mal 

Not only is religious music real music, it was the | 
ginning of all musical art. From the first simple ~ 
ginnings of hymns—as used in Hebrew worship—y 
developed the early forms of music which, later, 
nished the basis of all real music: the chant; mona 
polyphone. These earliest forms of religious music 
the beginnings of canonic imitation, counterpoint 
the fugue, which govern the forms of all musical art, 

Much of our popular music of.today meets some 
the standards, for popular music does express and § 
emotions, and they are not without influence upon pe 
ple. Often, however, feelings stirred by popular mus 
are of a cheaper quality. It appeals primarily to % 
“earthy” side of human nature, while the appeal 
hymns and the classics is to the divine side of hum 
nature. Where popular music fails to measure up to t 
high standards of music is in its origin. Its inspirati 
is of human, rather than divine source. 

The chief vehicles for expressing the music of ¢ 
today are the solo—voice and instrument—and co 
binations of voices, and of instruments, as of the che 
chorus, and the orchestra. And it all had its begi 
long ago when the early Hebrews repeated the psab 
in musical tones as they worshiped around the fam 
altar.

It is true that they acted without orders, but 
they probably should not be reprimanded for it. The 
boards and administrative officers of the church are 
charged with the responsibility of looking after the best 
interests of the church between conventions. If they 
did not take steps to investigate and make recommen- 
datins regarding something which to them appears to 
be an opportunity, the church would have every right 
to call for their resignation. 

One thing which our people have been unable to un- 
derstand is why the hurry. One reason has just been 
stated. In the negotiations with the other church leaders 
en this matter it-was said not once but several times 
that if we did not feel we could let them call our pro- 
fessors, they would have to go ahead and call other 
men to fill vacancies on their faculties, which is un- 
derstandable of course.

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Bible Characters 


Five Of The Greatest 
By John W. Nielsen 


As we become familiar with our Bibles, we walk in 
the company of the great. Many of the men and women 
that move across its pages may truly be so called. Think 
o£ Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Melchizedek, Jacob, Joseph, 
and Moses (and we have named only a few) and the dif- 
ficulty of the task of selecting five of the greatest be- 
comes evident. 

In one sense the only great one in the Bible is the 
Lord God who revealed Himself in Christ Jesus. Com- 
pared to Him, no man can be called great. But when 
we look only at men, certain ones stand out head and 
shoulder above the others—not because of their per- 
fection but because of their complete trust in God. No, 
they are not perfect men, but they are men who in spite 
of sin found their strength in God. 

Perhaps I should have included Enoch, Melchizedek, 
and Joshua in my selection for they more than any of 
the other Old Testament characters seem free from fault 
and deserve the title ‘great’, yet I have chosen others of 
whom we know both their sin and their greatness. 


ABRAHAM: 


The first of these ‘Bible greats’ is Abraham the Patri- 
arch, Abraham! And some of you might well exclaim 
for wasn’t it Abraham who was so fearful for his own 
life that he induced Sarah, his wife, to join him in a 
lie? Didn’t they pose as brother and sister in the land 
of Egypt so that if Pharoah or some other Egyptian 
should desire Sarah the life of Abraham would not be 
threatened? And then as if once were not enough, wasn’t 
the deception repeated in Gerar? Can anyone who 
would stoop to endangering the chasity of a woman and 
especially his own wife be called great? 

Then, too, wasn’t it Abraham who listened to Sarah 
in regard to Hagar, the Egyptian handmaid? Wasn’t 
it he who took the handmaid to be his concubine, not 
because he loved her, but because he doubted that God 
could give him the son that He had promised by Sarah 
and so thought he had better come to God’s assistance? 
Do you call that an expression of faith or a qualifica- 
tion for greatness? 

And wasn’t it Abraham who laughed at God when 
God finally announced to him that Sarah would bear 
him a son in his old age? Can one who laughs at God 
be considered great? 

With three such strikes against him, any ordinary man 
would be out. Yet Abraham stands as one of the greats 
of all time—not because of his sins but in spite of them! 

Abraham did sin. He undoubtedly committed far more 


sins than those mentioned in the Bible. Yet trust—n 
sin—was the keynote of his life. Before we begin 
boast because our lives seem free from his glaring si 
let us compare the circumstances of his life with ou 
Have we ever been confronted by the same trying situ 
tions? Can we who tend to criticize match him in faifl 

From his home in Ur among the Chaldeans God ca 
ed him, and Abraham did not hesitate even though 
had to leave home and family, friends and culture. E 
ventured forth in faith headed for an unknown la) 
that God would show him. 

Again and again he received the promise from G 
that in his seed all nations should be blessed and 
God would make of him a great nation and give to } 
descendants the land in which he now sojourned. 
braham believed that promise. He believed it so com 
pletely that at times he even sinned because of it. 


When there was strife between his herdsmen and Lot 
Abraham desired peace and friendship. In order to 
chieve them he parted company with Lot and revea 
amazing unselfishness by giving Lot the first choice 
the land. 


When Sodom and Gomorrah were conquered 4 
their inhabitants taken captive, Abraham risked hi 
own safety to deliver them from the enemy. Afterwaré 
when the grateful kings would have rewarded hi 
he refused their gifts because he believed that he w 
destined by God to become great and he would no 
have those kings then say, “We helped to make Abr 
ham great.” 


Conscious as he was of his greatness, he remained 
humble. In his encounter with Melchizedek he recog 
nized one greater than himself and therefore accepted 
Melchizedek’s blessing and offered him a tithe. 


When Abraham learned from God of the imminei 
destruction of Sodom and Gemorrah, he wrestled 
God in a tremendous prayer of faith in behalf of 
faithful that might be dwelling in those cities lest the 
be destroyed with the wicked. Then having dared speak 
to God, he submitted to God’s will. 


In obedience to God’s command Abraham accep 
circumcision as the outward sign of the covenant wi 
out question or opposition. 


Much as Abraham loved Ishmael, his eldest son, 
sent him and his mother away according to God’s com 
mand after the birth of Isaac. He put the commands @ 
God before the affections of the heart. q 

And then finally, in his great test of faith, he 
vealed his willingness to sacrifice even Isaac, the Prom 
ised son, on the altar of Moriah. Here was proof beyont 
all doubt that he “feared, loved, and trusted in Gol 
above all else.” Because of such faith, Abraham, @ 
spite of his moments of terrible sin, is called ‘the frien 
of God’ and stands in the forefront of the ‘Bible greats:

ministry of women.” 

Some newspapers interpreted Bishop 
Gulin’s statement that “this Christian 
freedom will win out over all ob- 
stacles in the near future,’ as a pre- 
diction that women ministers may 
be accepted by the Church’s General 
Assembly in 1958.

circumstance. We refer to a chronic spirit ranging from 
indifference to negative criticism. We are thinking, too, 
of the large percentage of our young men who go to 
other schools for their theological training, and that 
the church does nothing about it.

Not a few believe that the possibility of saving Trinity 
by moving it to a new location is not quite as remote as 
some would have us think. In the light of these and other 
developments since last May and June it appears that 
the proposal made to and by the Lynwood convention 
was premature. Afterwards it is easy to be wise. Most of 
us have too naively assumed that the union is absolutely 
certain, and sure to materialize according to the time 
schedule set by the Union Committee. 

These lines are written not in defense of the proposal 
itself, but in the interest of helping to clear the Board 
and those who worked with the Board of unworthy mo- 
tives. Incidentally, it explains how it is possible for the 
Board of Education and other friends of the seminary 
to advocate now that we explore the possibility of pre- 
serving Trinity in the new church rather than just 
merge it with one of the other seminaries, which to all 
practical purposes means that it will pass out of exist- 
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
